A PLAY area could be removed for¬ 
ever following a spate of vandalism 
across the town, resulting in equip¬ 
ment being set alight for the fourth 
time in a month. 

Banbury Town Council warned that 
the play area in Princess Diana Park, 
Bretch Hill, was becoming a ‘lost cause’ 
after the latest stint in which equipment 
was completely destroyed in the fire. 

It comes just weeks after an investiga¬ 
tion was launched into another spate of 
vandalism elsewhere in the area, with 
more than 50 tyres dumped in a field off 
the A422 Stratford Road. 

Councillor Colin Clarke, chairman of 
the town’s general services committee, 
said: “This sort of damage just isn’t ac¬ 
ceptable. 

“We have more vandalism in Princess 
Diana Park than in all the other parks 
and play areas put together - and the 
past 12 months have been the worst on 
record. 

“The time has come to decide if the 
play area is worth maintaining. This 
council cannot keep spending taxpay¬ 
ers’ money on what could be described 
as a lost cause.” 

He added: “Local people need to look 
after the facilities provided. If not, 
they’ll lose them.” 

The most recent incident saw equip- 
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ment burned to ash on Thursday night 
and follows previous complaints of 
damage to a play tunnel, the digging 
up of a soft safety surface and fences 
pulled down. 

The park was given a £150,000 facelift 
just six months ago but residents say 
something needs to be done to tackle the 
regular outbursts. 

One local, who did not want to be 
named, said: “My house is near the park 
and things have never been as bad as 
they are now. Vandalism is a regular oc¬ 
currence and we’ve had enough. Some¬ 
thing needs to be done.” 

Earlier this month, an investigation 
was launched after dozens of discard¬ 
ed tyres were found dumped in a field. 

The illegal flytipping was reported 
to Cherwell District Council after 
the 56 car tyres were left off the A422 
Stratford Road between Wroxton and 
Balscote, near Banbury. 

The tyres had been chucked over a 
wall into a ditch, nearby a layby con¬ 
taining glass bottle banks close to 
Ironstone Lane. 

Cherwell District Council environ¬ 
mental enforcement manager Mark 
Harmon said: “Due to the amount of 
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tyres which were dumped at the scene 
we suspect this offence was committed 
by a motoring business or fraudsters 
posing as legitimate waste collectors. 

“Aside from the environmental issue, 
it is likely that a trusting customer has 
paid what they believe to be a reputable 
company to undertake a task on their 
behalf and it’s unacceptable that they 
unwittingly helped criminals profit 
from this crime.” 

It is believed it happened on or before 
Tuesday, April 11, when the pile was dis¬ 
covered by the council street cleaning 
team.

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New fire chief unveils vision of 
‘blue light’ services revolution 



Union says Government 
needs to invest more 
to fund responsibilities 

FIRE stations could for the first 
time hire on-call staff who will 
not respond to fires, the Oxford 
Mail can reveal. 

It it just one idea being consid¬ 
ered by Oxfordshire’s new chief fire 
officer, Simon Furlong, who said 
‘community safety advocates’ could 
carry out social care home visits, 
help with NHS patient transport 
and promote safety campaigns. 

He stressed the proposal was at a 
‘very early’ stage but said it could 
be part of wider changes to broaden 
the role of the county’s fire service. 

Mr Furlong also revealed: 

□ Firefighters could recover bod¬ 
ies for the coroner and remove fall¬ 
en trees from county roads 

□ Crews in all 24 of the county’s 
fire stations will from next month 
be expected to respond to medical 
emergencies such as cardiac arrests 
alongside paramedics 

□ Work is being done with the 
police and ambulance services to 
see if all three emergency services 
need to attend incidents that could 
be dealt with by just one, including 
road crashes 

In an interview with the Oxford 
Mail, Mr Furlong said one of his 
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key aims over the next few years 
would be to ensure Oxfordshire 
Fire and Rescue Service was ‘em¬ 
bedded in people’s lives even more’. 
He said modern firefighters no 
longer just fought fires and ongoing 
pressure on public finances meant 
‘blue light’ services needed to work 
together more than ever. 


But the changes were described 
as a ‘cause for concern’ by the Fire 
Brigades Union, which said central 
government should provide more 
funding for the extra work. 

Mr Furlong said: “We need to keep 
driving this forward because we 
have a duty to collaborate with the 
ambulance and police services. 

“But we are also part of Oxford¬ 
shire County Council and so there 
are a lot of conversations happen¬ 


ing across the organisation. I want 
firefighters thinking about what 
they can do to improve the lives of 
their community.” 

The fire service co-responded to 
more than 1,500 calls last year with 
South Central Ambulance Service, 
he added. He said: “Co-responding 
is a fifth of our calls now and we 
have just signed a contract for all 
of our stations to be part of that - 
we are really saving lives. All our 


engines have defibrillators and we 
have the infrastructure across the 
county to help.” 

In addition to a growing role 
promoting community safety and 
healthy living, part of its 365Alive 
campaign, Mr Furlong said the ser¬ 
vice could also recruit on-call staff 
who would not fight fires. 

He is also leading a piece of work 
to see if all three emergency ser¬ 
vices need to each respond to every 
incident together. 

Referring toroad traffic collisions, 
he said: “Do we all need to be there 
and do all of that? It could be a mi¬ 
nor crash and maybe the police are 
happy for us to investigate, because 
we have investigative skills.” 

Last night Fire Brigades Union 
Oxfordshire spokesman Mark Ames 
said the organisation supported 
‘new ways of working’ for firefight¬ 
ers but raised concerns about fund¬ 
ing. He said: “We are working na¬ 
tionally and locally on this and are 
fully committed to working with 
the service. But they need to fund 
these new responsibilities properly, 
because they are currently trying to 
do it all on a shoestring. 

“The Government needs to invest 
more in fire and rescue services. We 
will be writing to the Oxfordshire 
service to say we do not think any 
more responsibilities should be 
added without proper negotiations, 
because it is a cause for concern.”

for £5.2m deficit 

OVERSPENDS in children’s social 
care services have left a £5.2m black 
hole in Oxfordshire County Council’s 
books, a report warns. 

Figures provided to senior 
councillors show the children, 
education and families directorate is 
forecast to have overspent by £7.2m in 
the 2016/17 financial year. 

The next biggest overspend of any 
other department was £300,000, in 
corporate services, which was due to 
IT projects. 

An underspend of £2.2m was 
reported by environment and economy, 
the department responsible for roads. 

It comes after previous warnings last 
year and in February that the council 
was on course to overspend by 
millions. Since February the figure 
has been reduced from £5.6m to £5.2m, 
the report said, through a recruitment 
freeze. 

But it added: “It is anticipated the 
use of general balances will be 
required to bring the budget back into 
balance.” 

Overspends in children’s services 
included £1.6m on school transport for 
pupils with special education needs 
and £3.9m in social care services. 

The county council said this was 
after social care was provided with 
£lm from its department reserves and 
another £lm from the authority’s 
corporate contingency fund. 

Hundreds of jobs at 
store giant at risk 

HUNDREDS of jobs could be at risk 
after Debenhams announced plans to 
review the future of up to 10 stores and 
close 11 warehouses. 

The department store chain’s new 
boss, Sergio Bucher, unveiled plans 
which will affect at least 220 jobs. It has 
not announced which stores are under 
review, but shops in Oxfordshire 
include those in Magdalen Street, 
Oxford; Marriotts Walk, Witney; and 
in the Castle Quay shopping centre, 
Banbury. 

The plans came as the group 
announced a 6.4 per cent drop in pre¬ 
tax profits to £87.8m for the six months 
to March 4. 
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TWO donkeys tried their best to up¬ 
stage the birthday girl Constance ‘Nan¬ 
cy’ Sterling at a care home in Banbury. 

But the VIP of the day was the 
102-year-old who had a party thrown 
by staff at Featherton House, in Chapel 
Square, to mark the special milestone.

Mrs Sterling, who was born in Lin¬ 
colnshire in 1915, used to work in a don¬ 
key sanctuary and the care home hoped 


it would bring back a host of memories. 

When asked what the secret to a long 
and happy life is, she said: “Just keep 
going.” 

Featherton House home manager 
Holly Rose added: “Nancy is a wonder¬ 
ful resident and we were delighted to 
celebrate her special day in style. 

“She is a very popular resident with 
staff and her fellow residents and it 
was great to welcome the donkeys to 
the home, which brought back some 
nice memories for her, as well as enter¬ 
tained everyone in attendance. 

“We are looking forward to hosting 
further community events and celebra¬ 
tions at Featherton House, and would 
like to wish Nancy all the very best on 


her 102nd birthday.” 

The 23 residents at the Wren Retire¬ 
ment Living care home all enjoyed the 
donkeys visit and were able to pet the 
pair as they had a walk through the 
home. Party guests enjoyed a celebra¬ 
tory drink and a host of cakes to mark 
the day, plus the home had decked out 
the place in balloons and bunting. 

Mrs Sterling has two daughters with 
husband Bob Sterling, who passed 
away age 94 in 2002. She is now a grand¬ 
mother of four and great grandmother 
of seven. 

She worked as a homemaker during 
the Second World War before becoming 
a magistrate and District Commission¬ 
er of the Pony Club. 


Many first-choice primary school places secured 


MORE than 93 per cent of children 
across the county got into their first- 
choice primary school yesterday - an 
increase on last year. 

Fewer children than ever before failed 
to get any of their preferred schools as 
application dropped. 

Oxfordshire County Council revealed 
that 93.68 per cent of children received 
an offer from their first-choice primary 
school - up from 91.51 per cent in 2016 
and 88.04 in 2015. 

With fewer applications this year and 
an increased percentage of first-choice 
offers, just 78 children have not 
received offers from any of their 
preferred schools. 


Last year 148 were left without any of 
their choices compared to 320 in 2015. 

The council’s schools organisation 
and planning manager, Roy Leach, said: 
“Through our school place planning 
work we are continuing to ensure that 
local school places are available for 
every Oxfordshire child who needs one. 

“Oxfordshire has a strong record in 
this area and we are continuing to work 
in close partnership with all schools, 
including academies, to plan for 
changing demand and to ensure that 
families can continue to access good 
schools for their children.” 

For those who did not received good 
news there is an appeal process for 


parents or they can remain on 
‘continued interest’ lists for their 
preferred school in the event that 
spaces become available between now 
and September. 

The council also said that a prolonged 
focus on creating new primary school 
places had meant that it was on course 
to have created an extra 3,000 places 
between 2015 and 2018. 

Mr Leach said: “We’re delighted to be 
able to offer the vast majority of families 
their first choice schools and I’d like to 
take this opportunity to wish all 
Oxfordshire children preparing to start 
school for the first time, the very best of 
luck.”

Mourner killed 
in lorry smash 

A MAN who died after being struck by 
a lorry attended his father’s funeral 
earlier that day, an inquest heard. 

Daniel Wallace, 34, from Carterton is 
believed to have died instantly after 
being knocked down by the HGV on 
the A423 at Mollington, near Banbury, 
just before midnight on November 21 
last year. 

Just hours earlier, Mr Wallace had 
been in a pub with family celebrating 
the life of his father, who had died a 
few weeks before. 

An inquest into the death was held at 
Oxford Coroner’s Court yesterday, 
conducted by Oxfordshire coroner 
Darren Salter. 

After attending his dad’s wake in The 
Merrie Lion, in Ferry Compton, Mr 
Wallace was driven to the village of 
Farnborough, where he was due to 
spend the night at a friend’s house. 

But Mr Wallace, who was intoxicated, 
never made it to the home of his 
friend, and was inexplicably a mile- 
and-a-half away on an unlit road with 
no pavement when he was struck and 
killed by the lorry. 

Driver for UK Mail David Little did 
not see Mr Wallace, who was wearing a 
dark suit, until the last moment, and 
hit him despite trying to swerve. 

Mr Little stopped the vehicle and 
spent 10 minutes searching for what he 
had hit, eventually finding Mr Wallace 
lying in some undergrowth by the side 
of the road. He called an ambulance 
and performed CPR on Mr Wallace, 
who was officially declared dead some 
time after midnight on the Sunday. Mr 
Little said: “I tried so hard to bring 
him back. I wasn’t going to give up.” 

A verdict of death by road traffic 
collision was recorded. 


A SEVEN-YEAR-OLD found more 
than she bargained for in an Easter 
egg hunt when she bit into a creme 
egg containing ants. 

Jessica Simmons, of Grimsbury in 
Banbury, was upset to find the 
dead insects inside the Cadbury 
Creme Egg on Thursday. 

But despite being put off the 
chocolate treat, the youngster has 
penned a letter to the Easter bunny 
to give thanks for receiving the 
present. 

She wrote: “Dear Easter Bunny, 
for Easter you gave me some eggs. 
One of these was a creme egg, 


today I went to eat my egg and it 
was full of ants. 

“I thought I was going to be sick, I 
never want to eat another creme 
egg.” 

She added: “But I would like to 
say thank you for mine, Katie’s, my 
mum’s and my dad’s eggs. 

“My mum has made a complaint 
to Cadbury’s and Tesco so don’t 
worry. 

“P.S. I love you.” 

Jessica and four-year-old sister 
Katie were opening the Easter 
eggs, bought from Tesco Extra in 
Middleton Road, Banbury, on 


Thursday when Jessica came 
across the uninvited addition to her 
chocolate. 

Mum Liz Turner said: “We keep 
the girl’s Easter eggs in a a box so 
Thursday I gave Jessica the creme 
egg and left her in the living room. 

“Next thing I heard her scream 
‘mum I have ants in my egg’ and 
she was obviously very upset. 

“She said to me ‘why would the 
Easter bunny put ants in my egg?”’ 

Ms Turner has since had to 
explain that the Easter bunny got 
the eggs from Tesco and the ants 
wouldn’t have been put in there. 


So Jessica wrote to the Easter 
bunny to let him know not to worry 
the mystery is being dealt with. 

Ms Turner added: “I have 
contacted Tesco and was given a 
50p refund and have sent the egg 
off for testing and Cadbury was 
lovely when I spoke to them. The 
lady was horrified and took it very 
seriously and said they will be 
writing personally to Jessica. I have 
also spoken with Trading 
Standards.” 

Tesco said it would be a matter 
for Cadbury, which didn’t respond 
to our inquiry.

Special school in 
north of county 
given green light 


Only two schools approved suggests lack of desire for education policy 


A NEW special school for 
the north of the county and 
an academy for both pri¬ 
mary and secondary pupils 
in Grove have been given 
the go-ahead by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

North Iffley Academy and 
Grove CE Academy were ap¬ 
proved yesterday in the latest 
wave of free school applications. 

But it has been claimed the 
fact only two schools were ap¬ 
proved in Oxfordshire among 
131 across England shows a lack 
of desire for the Government’s 
key education policy 

North Iffley Academy will be 
an offshoot of The Iffley Acad¬ 
emy in Iffley Turn, Oxford and 
will cater for children with spe¬ 
cial educational needs (SEN). 

The Iffley Academy headteach¬ 
er Kay Willett said: “At present, 
many pupils who attend The Iff¬ 
ley Academy have to travel from 
Banbury and Bicester to attend 
our school in central Oxford. 

“By opening a school in North 
Oxfordshire, we can educate 
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these pupils in their local com¬ 
munities. Housing development 
and the population in Banbury 
and Bicester is increasing, 
which is putting further pres¬ 
sure on special school places.” 

The ‘all-through’ school for 
primary and secondary pupils 
in Grove will be run by Vale 
Academy Trust (VAT), which 
has seven schools including 
King Alfred’s Academy in 
Wantage. 

VAT chief executive Simon 
Spires said: “We are delighted 
with this news and look for¬ 
ward to working with the whole 
community of Grove, its fami¬ 
lies and other key stakeholder 
groups over the coming years. 

“Whilst we are aware that 
there is still much to do before 
the new academy can be built 
and then opens, we are very 
excited that there is, finally, a 
plan to bring a new academy to 
Grove”. 


No firm opening date or loca¬ 
tion has been set for either of 
the schools. 

Professor John Howson, who 
represents the Liberal Demo¬ 
crats on Oxfordshire County 
Council’s education scrutiny 
committee, said the new schools 
approved fulfilled a basic need 
rather than David Cameron’s 
free school vision. 

When Mr Cameron was Prime 
Minister he introduced the free 
school policy in a drive to allow 
groups such as parents, chari¬ 
ties, churches and businesses to 
run their own schools. 

Prof Howson said: “I do not 
think there is much appetite in 
most of the country for what 
Mr Cameron thought of as free 
schools. If you are a parent of 
an SEN child in North Oxford¬ 
shire you will be pleased by this. 
But if you are a parent in the 
south of the county you will be 
disappointed. 

“If the county council still pro¬ 
vided schools I am fairly sure it 
would approve a special school 
there.” 
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Thousands register 
for General Election 


All potential voters must have registered by May 22 deadline to cast a vote on June 8 
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A SURGE in people signing up to 
vote across Oxfordshire has seen 
thousands register for June’s 
‘vital’ snap General Election. 

New figures show Theresa May’s an¬ 
nouncement on Tuesday has sparked 
huge interest from Oxfordshire voters, 
with more than 5,300 people across the 
county rushing to sign up in the past 
week alone for the vote on June 8. 

Martin John, elections chief at Ox¬ 
ford City Council, urged people to sign 
up before the May 22 deadline to make 
their voices heard. 

He told the Oxford Mail: “Everyone 
has their view on how the country 
should be run and if the residents of 
Oxford want their voice to be heard in 
this General Election, they need to reg¬ 
ister to vote. 

“Democracy is vital to our society 
and the decisions made by the elector¬ 
ate will shape the future of Oxford and 
the UK. 

“Registration is very simple but it 
is important that your name is on the 
electoral roll before the deadline in or¬ 
der to vote on June 8. 

“I would encourage everyone to make 
sure they are registered in time so that 
they do not miss their opportunity” 



The Prime Minister is seeking a 
Conservative majority in Parliament 
to give her a stronger hand as Britain 
exits the European Union (EU), while 
opposition parties say it is a chance to 
highlight the Government’s handling 
of schools funding and the NHS. 

In Oxford, where 70 per cent of vot¬ 
ers backed Remain in the EU Referen¬ 
dum last June, more than 1,400 people 
signed up on the day of Mrs May’s 
speech, figures provided by the city 
council show. A further 850 followed in 


the days afterwards. Meanwhile, hun¬ 
dreds more signed up in neighbouring 
areas - according to their councils - 
bringing the total of people eligible to 
vote across the county in June to more 
than 480,000. 

According to the Office for National 
Statistics, this represents about 70 per 
cent of Oxfordshire’s estimated popu¬ 
lation of 677,800. 

City councillor for St Clement’s Tom 
Hayes has taken a leading role in en¬ 
couraging residents across the county 
to register to vote in May’s county 
elections, and urged young people to 
ensure their voices are also heard for 
June’s General Election. 

He went on to say it was vital to also 
ensure the country gets the ‘best possi¬ 
ble’ Brexit deal, adding: “It’s important 
that everybody has their voice heard. 
There’s never been quite such an im¬ 
portant election as this one. 

“Please go online to check whether 
you’re registered to vote. If you’re not, 
and you want to have a say over the de¬ 
cisions affecting your future, register 
now. Governments have the power to 
change things and they listen to people 
who vote.” 

Registering to vote is simple and 
takes a few minutes online. 

It is now too late to register for local 
elections taking place on May 4, but 
anyone who wants to vote in the Parlia¬ 
mentary elections still has 28 days left.

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More firms 
struggling, 
says survey 

BREXIT and rising inflation have 
been blamed for a rise in the number 
of firms across Oxford in financial 
distress during the first three months 
of this year. 

Business recovery firm Begbies 
Traynor’s Red Flag Alert research 
showed 776 businesses in Oxford 
reported ‘significant’ financial distress 
during the period. 

Compared to 716 in the final three 
months of last year, it represents a rise 
of eight per cent. 

Julie Palmer, regional managing 
partner at Begbies Traynor in Oxford, 
warned firms would pass it on in as 
price rises. 

She said: “Given the scale of the 
increases in distress during the first 
quarter of this year, it would appear 
that food suppliers, logistics firms and 
wholesalers are yet to fully pass on 
rising costs to their customers. 

“It is only a matter of time before we 
start to see this coming through, 
especially given added margin 
pressures associated with the new 
National Living Wage.” 

She added: “Once those costs 
ultimately feed through to consumers, 
we’d expect further pressure on 
sectors exposed to discretionary 
spending such as retail, bars and 
restaurants, travel and leisure.” 

Begbies Traynor executive chairman 
Ric Traynor said more firms were in 
trouble due to the falling pound and 
worries about Brexit, particularly when 
it comes to migrant workers.

Celebrating the start of a new season 


T OWARDS the end of March, 
we picked up our four new 
lambs from a flock in Duns 
Tew. Their arrival always signals 
the start of spring for the Prentis 
household. In their first few weeks 
they are bottle fed three times a 
day. It is quite an undertaking for 
my family, but they always draw 
in a crowd of helpers from the 
village. On Easter Sunday they 
even made a guest appearance 
at our church service. This year, 
Keith, Gerald, Pierre and Alfred 
are settling in well. Though we 
have reared livestock for the 
pot before, these lambs have 
a future eating the grass in our 
cider orchard. We are also getting 
ready to take our first swarm 
of bees, which are so crucial to 
pollination. 

It seems like only yesterday that 
we were collecting last year's lambs; 
when we were campaigning for the 
EU referendum. Of course, a lot has 
changed since then. The country has 
voted to leave the European Union, 
we have a new prime minister and 
will now have a General Election in 
June. While it came as a surprise to us 
all, I do think Theresa May's decision 


to hold an election is both brave and 
right. Any election brings a period of 
uncertainty as the campaigning gets 
under way. I'm sure you are all fed 
up of elections dominating the news. 
However, it is critical that after the 
election the prime minister can show 
she has strong Parliamentary backing 
as she starts negotiations with our 
European friends. 

For me, personally, it means I 
will need to be re-adopted as the 
Conservative candidate. All being 
well, I will then spend the next five 
weeks out and about in our area, 
while simultaneously helping local 
council candidates as they seek 
their own election. My Westminster 
staff are not allowed onto the 
Parliamentary estate during what 
is known as the dissolution period 
so have to work from home; my 
constituency staff can only deal with 
urgent casework enquiries.

HIDDEN pollution in streams, 
ponds and rivers is being re¬ 
vealed by have-a-go heroes. 

Dangerous nitrates and phos¬ 
phates in freshwater across Ox¬ 
fordshire are being uncovered each 
year by volunteers in the Thames 
WaterBlitz. 

Now organisers have called on 
nature lovers to dive into the next 
citizen science survey on Tuesday, 
May 2. 

Project co-ordinator Luis Ve¬ 
lasquez, of Oxford’s Earthwatch In¬ 
stitute, said: “The past three events 
have been hugely successful thanks 
to efforts of local school groups 
and general public who carried out 
simple tests of water around their 
home or office, but we need more 
help. 

“Each WaterBlitz provides infor¬ 
mation from areas that would oth¬ 
erwise not be monitored and shows 
seasonal impacts of climate and 
land use change are important.” 

Anyone in Oxfordshire can order 
a free water testing kit online. 


The actual process of taking a 
sample takes seconds, and data 
from any pond, river or stream in 
the county can be invaluable. 

Since it launched in autumn 2015, 
Thames Waterblitz volunteers have 
collected a total of 1,208 samples 


and last year more than 200 peo¬ 
ple in Oxfordshire helped out.The 
results have revealed nitrates and 
phosphates in the county’s biggest 
rivers including the Thames, the 
Ock, the Glyme and the Evenlode. 

These chemicals, which get into 


the river system from fertilisers 
on farmers’ fields, act as super fuel 
for algae, essentially pond weed, in 
the water, which causes algae to ex¬ 
plode in what is known as an algal 
bloom. This mega-algae leaches all 
the oxygen from the water, suffocat¬ 


ing other plants, fish and insects 
there and downstream. 

Higher levels of nitrates can also 
be harmful to humans (the World 
Health Organisation guide limit is 
50mg of N03 per litre), and water 
companies have to ensure water is 
safe to drink. 

By identifying areas where nutri¬ 
ent discharges are more likely, Mr 
Velasquez said the WaterBlitz was 
helping regulatory bodies like the 
Environment Agency, research in¬ 
stitutes and river trusts to improve 
waterways and reduce the risk of 
harmful pollution. 

The Thames WaterBlitz is part of 
Earthwatch’s Freshwater Watch 
project, a global study of the health 
of freshwater ecosystems. Mr Ve¬ 
lasquez said: “It is a novel and 
groundbreaking project. 

“Through the participation of 
hundreds of volunteers in Oxford¬ 
shire and the rest of the Thames 
river basin, nutrient pollution hot¬ 
spots (nitrate and phosphate) and 
clean water sites have been iden¬ 
tified. These results are helping 
Oxford communities and national 
stakeholders to better understand 
the freshwater environment around 
us.”

VOL. 2 (12A) Sci-Fi/Action/Adven- 
ture/Comedy/Romance. Chris Pratt, 
Zoe Saldana, Dave Bautista, Michael 
Rooker, Karen Gillan, Kurt Russell, 
Pom Klementieff, Elizabeth Debicki 
and the voices of Bradley Cooper, 
Vin Diesel.

Prodigal sons with tortured family 
histories repeatedly emerge from 
the panels of comic books with 
superhero destinies. 

Kal-EI is driven to protect Metropo¬ 
lis by the loss of his home planet 
Krypton, the murders of Thomas 
and Martha Wayne on the streets 
of Gotham compel master Bruce 
to don the cowl of rough justice, 
orphan Peter Parker web-slings 
with a vengeance after his Uncle 
Ben is slain, and Tony Stark inherits 
the means to fashion Iron Man's 
armoury when his parents perish in 
a car accident. 

In Guardians Of The Galaxy 
Vol 2, wisecracking thief-for-hire 
Peter Quill (Chris Pratt) learns the 
truth about his twisted lineage to 
a 1970s-heavy soundtrack including 
Father And Son by Cat Stevens. 
Bigger by eight minutes and mar¬ 
ginally better than its supremely 
entertaining predecessor, writer- 
director James Gunn's rollicking se¬ 
quel blends a lip-smacking cocktail 
of irreverent humour, heart-tugging 
sentiment and spectacular action. 
Pop culture nods to Cheers and 
Pac-Man jive next to running 
gags about male pride and human 
frailty, plus quips at the expense of 
raccoon Rocket (voiced by Bradley 
Cooper), who is dismissed as a 
"triangle-faced monkey". 

In the first film, Peter Quill (Pratt) 
escaped the clutches of space pirate 
Yondu (Michael Rooker) to galva¬ 
nise a motley crew of mercenaries 
comprising green-skinned assassin 
Gamora (Zoe Saldana), vengeance¬ 
seeking warrior Drax (Dave Bautis¬ 
ta), genetically engineered raccoon 
Rocket (Cooper) and cute tree-like 
sidekick Groot (Vin Diesel). 

For the sequel's tongue-in-cheek 
opening, choreographed to ELO's 
anthem Mr Blue Sky, the Guard¬ 
ians face a razor-toothed beast that 
intends to steal the Anulax Bat¬ 


teries belonging to high priestess 
Ayesha (Elizabeth Debicki). 

As a reward for laser-blasting 
bravery, the heroes take a prisoner 
- Gamora's sister. Nebula (Karen 
Gillan), who suffered at the hands 
of their tyrannical father, Thanos. 
Soon after. The Guardians encoun¬ 
ter an omnipotent being. Ego (Kurt 
Russell), who claims to be Peter's 
missing father. 

"If he ends up being evil, we'll just 
kill him," Gamora tenderly assures 
her sceptical companion. 
Guardians Of The Galaxy Vol 
2 confidently spices a familiar 
brew with sinewy subplots and an 
expanded role for Gamora's much- 
abused sibling, plus the introduc¬ 
tion of Ego's underling. Mantis 
(Pom Klementieff). 

Pratt and Saldana turn up their 
heat on the "unspoken thing" 
between their comrades, while Bau¬ 
tista's hilariously literal hulk offers 
Peter the benefit of his romantic 
wisdom: "You just need to find a 
woman, who is pathetic like you." 
Computer-generated double-act 
Rocket and Baby Groot scene-steal 
with aplomb, enriched with Cooper 
and Diesel's vocal performances. 

Not everything is golden: an emo¬ 
tional crescendo cheekily borrows 
from a recent Disney animation 
and Star Trek, and the dizzying 
final showdown has been cast, 
disappointingly, in the same special 
effects-heavy mould as The Aveng¬ 
ers and Captain America. 

Gunn embraces the Marvel Comics 
fashion for teasing future instal¬ 
ments like an excitable, tongue-loll¬ 
ing puppy with a new rubber chew. 
The sequel's end credits are pep¬ 
pered with cute surprises, including 
leading cast shaking their things 
and five additional scenes. 

These are predominantly throwa¬ 
way comic wheezes, except for a 
third bite-size morsel, which explic¬ 
itly heralds the birth of an iconic 
character to fling magical mayhem 
when The Guardians Of The 
Galaxy return a few years hence.

The Owl Always Hunts At Night 

by Samuel Bjork is published in 
hardback by Doubleday, priced

There's something about Scandi- 
crime fiction that sets it apart 
from the norm and the second 
novel in Norwegian author Samuel 
Bjork's Munch and Kruger series 
exemplifies everything that is 
great about the genre. Veteran 
detective Holger Munch is reunited 
with the singularly perceptive, but 
haunted investigator Mia Kruger 
for a disturbing case in which a 
teenage girl has been found dead 
in an elaborately posed crime 
scene. Munch needs Kruger at the 
top of her game to solve this case, 
but Mia has her own demons to 
contend with and nothing seems 
to quite add up. Told in short, 
compelling chapters that alternate 
between several perspectives, 

Bjork creates a unique, twisting, 
unsettling thriller that really epito¬ 
mises the phrase 'page-turner'. 


And at the heart of it are two 
police officers whose own emo¬ 
tional battles are as enticing as the 
crime they are investigating. Read 
as a standalone novel or as part of 
the series, the book works equally 
well. In fact, there is very little to 
fault in this Nordic crime thriller 
par excellence.

The Cows by Dawn O'Porter is

The extermination of an estimated 
1.5 million Armenians at the hands 
of the Ottoman Empire, which 
Turkey has repeatedly refused to 
acknowledge as genocide, provides 
a turbulent backdrop to Terry 
George's earnest period romance. 
Opening in 1914 Anatolia, The 
Promise contrives a love triangle 
between two Armenians and an 
American as the prism through 
which to refract sickening images of 
barbarism in the First World War. 
Writer-director George, Oscar 
nominated for his 2004 picture 
Hotel Rwanda, conjures shocking 
tableaux like a river bed cluttered 
with dozens of lifeless men, women 
and children, their blood seeping 
into the fast-moving waters. 

"Our revenge will be to survive," 
the stoic heroine tells her lover in 
response to the senseless loss. 

The scope of George's vision, with 
its panoramic vistas, expertly cho¬ 
reographed riots and battle scenes 
on perilous mountain terrain, 
recalls sweeping 1960s epics such as 
Doctor Zhivago, which captured 
the cost of war through the eyes of 
lovers caught in the crossfire. 

The Promise doesn't have the 
emotional depth of David Lean's 
masterpiece, and the 133-minute 
running time feels padded, but 
there are moments of heart- 
wrenching beauty concealed within 
the pedestrian narrative. 

The Promise is a sluggish rifle 
through pages of disputed recent 
history, which aligns itself with the 
Armenians as they search for an 
escape from war. 

Isaac and Le Bon catalyse simmer¬ 
ing screen chemistry, while Bale 
embodies a western observer with 
a conscience, who defends his 
actions: "Without reporters, the 
Armenian people would disappear, 
and no one would know." 

Through the lens of George's 
picture, one harrowing version 
of events comes into focus, very 
slowly.

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Parents urged to take fight for 
school funding to the ballot box

Money for education is 
key concern as formula 
delayed by the election

PARENT^worried about school 
funding have been urged to turn 
it into a major issue at the Gen¬ 
eral Election. 

Schools will be left in the dark over 
proposed changes to the amount of 
money they will be given by the 
government until after the General 
Election on June 8. 

The Department for Education 
had been due to publish its response 
to a consultation on a new “national 
funding formula”, which had been 
heavily criticised by parents and 
teachers, before the election. 

But that has now been delayed, 
putting plans for the formula to 
come into effect in 2018 into doubt 
and leaving schools with the cur¬ 
rent funding system, under which 
Oxfordshire is one of the worst- 
funded areas in England. 

Mum-of-one Helen Brockett, from 
the campaign group Fair Funding 
for All Schools Oxfordshire, said: 
“The delay is very disconcerting. 
As a pressure group we are going to 
keep working and hold candidates 


to account and find out what their 
views are on education funding. 

“It gives parents the chance to 
quiz candidates on their views.” 

Mrs Brockett, whose son Adam 
attends Carswell Community Pri¬ 


mary School in Abingdon, said: “As 
a parent it is very upsetting because 
schools are struggling at the mo¬ 
ment, never mind having to wait to 
find out what the situation will be 
with funding.” 


The new funding formula had 
been proposed by the government 
in order to end the current system 
where schools in some areas - like 
Oxfordshire - get thousands less 
per pupil than in other areas. 


It was meant to be introduced by 
September 2018 but that is now in 
doubt due to the delayed response. 

Critics of the proposals said that 
while the county would get more 
money overall some schools would 
lose out as cash was redistributed. 

Unions warned that the money 
does not keep up with rising fi¬ 
nancial pressures and that overall 
Oxfordshire schools will be £26m 
worse off by 2019. 

The Oxford Academy head teach¬ 
er Niall McWilliams said: “There is 
absolutely no doubt that schools are 
underfunded. Along with the health 
service, social services and the po¬ 
lice, education needs to be the cor¬ 
nerstone of the election. 

“People need to stand up for this 
and they need to push their parlia¬ 
mentary candidates, whether La¬ 
bour or Conservative or Lib Dem. 

“If people do not vote appropri¬ 
ately they are voting to hinder the 
life chances of their own children.” 

Senior Lib Dem county council¬ 
lor and education expert Professor 
John Howson, who will be cam¬ 
paigning for the party’s candidates 
in the General Election, said he 
believed education would be a big 
issue. He said: “In the next week 
virtually every voter will know how 
they will vote on Europe. 

“The rest of the election will be on 
issues like education in a way that it 
was not in 2010 or 2015.”

A proper Volkswagen - just a small¬ 
er one. Launched in 2012, the up! 
enabled the German brand to regain 
the initiative in the important cit- 
ycar sector and immediately set a 
high standard for contenders in this 
class. Frugal, fun, clever and com¬ 
petitively priced, it’s a key used car 
option for buyers, not only for those 
shopping in the market’s smallest 
segment but also for people buying a 
compact car of any kind. 

The History 

Volkswagen. The very name 
means ‘Peoples Car’ - the kind of 
compact, inexpensive transport pio¬ 
neered by the Beetle fifty years ago. 
Something the Wolfsburg maker 
hadn’t had a lot of success in pro¬ 
viding before this up! was launched. 
This model changed all that, a 
design that democratised sophisti¬ 
cated small car technology in 
Europe at the same time as offering 
a new kind of basic transport for 
the emerging markets of China, 
India and South America. 

In early concept, it was smarter 
even than the finished product that 
finally made the showrooms in 2012, 
the original 2007 prototype being 
rear-engined just like the early 
Beetle, as the German designers 
sought to find more space from an 
ever-smaller roadway footprint. But 
such complexity would have made 
the finished production version as 
expensive as ‘lifestyle’ small cars 
like the MINI or the Audi Al. Which 
wasn’t the point at all. The 
Wolfsburg brand was determined 
that the up! would be a car that 


almost anyone could afford. In any 
case, it could still be clever even if it 
was conventionally front-engined. 

If the engine could be smaller, the 
wheelbase longer and the overhangs 
shorter, the development team reck¬ 
oned that the ambitious cabin space 
goals set by the rear-driven concept 
could still be achieved. 

To that basic formula was added 
all manner of innovation. 
Depending on its purpose and the 
preference of its buyer, an up! can 
guide you with Google. It can brake 
itself to avoid an accident. It can 
even be an all-electric runabout (the 
battery-powered e-up! introduced in 
2014). It can, in short, be all things to 
all people. A real Peoples Car. The 
up! was substantially revised in 
mid-2016; here, we’re focusing on 
the early 2012-2016 versions. 

What To Look For 

Most up! owners we surveyed were 
very happy with their cars, but inev¬ 
itably, there were a few issues. A 
number of people complained about 
noisy transmissions. One owner 
was more specific, citing a trans¬ 
mission / clutch ‘snatch’ noise on 
every gear change that for him, 
ruined an otherwise good driving 
experience. Another owner com¬ 
plained of a sticking reverse gear; 
look out for that. 

One owner found that water 
drainage under windscreen when 
blocked, emptied into the car interi¬ 
or via the heater! Another com¬ 
plained of a leaking windscreen 
seal, a paint mismatch with the fuel 
filler cap and rattles from the driver 


and passenger door lock area. We 
also came across reports of the rear 
brakes squealing during braking. 

On The Road 

Volkswagen values shrunk into 
compact form ought to bring a very 
appealing result. You’d imagine 
refinement. A comfortable ride. And 
a solid, well appointed cabin. A 
combination of virtues never quite 
delivered by the brand’s previous 
Fox and Lupo citycars - but much in 
evidence here. Despite, as it hap¬ 
pens, the use of an engine hardly 
suited to Volkswagen virtues. Three 
cylinder 1.0-litre units like this one 
are, in our experience, busily revvy 
at best and downright noisy at 
worst, as is the case with Ford’s 
EcoBoost unit. 

This one, though, is the most 
refined of its kind. Not refined 
enough, it must be said, to quite let 
you forget the cylindrical imbalance 
under the bonnet. But then the 
characteristic offbeat rasp isn’t 
unpleasant and rather suits this 
car’s rather offbeat charisma. You’ll 
certainly be hearing plenty of it if 
rapid progress is needed, for with¬ 
out a turbocharger to boost torque, 
this one needs to be revved quite a 
bit, peak power not arriving until 
6,000rpm, only 600rpm shy of the 
red line. And if you’re wondering 
quite how much power we’re talk¬ 
ing about, the answer is not a great 
deal in the mainstream 1.0-litre var¬ 
iants we’re focusing on here, cars 
offering a choice of either 60 or 75PS 
outputs, with an identical 95Nm of 
torque either way 


Most will be content with the base 
version, capable as it is of 62mph in 
14.4s on the way to 99mph, quite 
enough to keep up with the traffic. 
We’re not sure we’d see the point of 
finding a lot more money for the 
75PS variant, given that the perfor¬ 
mance gains are relatively slight 
(0-62mph in 13.2s on the way to 
106mph). The other up! derivative is 
the pricey all-electric e-up! variant. 
This version uses an 82PS electric 
motor that works with an 18.7kWh 
374-volt lithium-ion battery pack 
and can offer a claimed driving 
range of up to 93 miles between 
charges. You won’t get anything 
like that though, if you exercise all 
of the claimed performance, a 
healthy 210Nm torque figure ena¬ 
bling a rest to 62mph figure of 12.4s, 
with the car able to keep accelerat¬ 


ing briskly until its rather modest 
80mph maximum speed has been 
reached. 

As for life beyond the city limits, 
well there are better drivers’ choic¬ 
es in this class, cars that roll less 
with more feelsome steering. That 
said, you can still confidently have 
fun in this one thanks to predicta¬ 
ble handling and plenty of grip. 

Overall 

Overall then, this is the embodi¬ 
ment of friendly functionality 
behind a badge you probably 
thought you couldn’t afford. With 
potential cleverness you almost 
certainly won’t be expecting from 
something citycar-sized. A thumbs 
up! then? That’s about the size of it.
